Ten years ago, lacking one 
day, there was a meeting at 
“the summit.” This was at 

. Potsdam. 
Promises

cold war began. 

Now, after 10 years, there is 
another meeting. 

The first reaction of the mind 
fis one of incredulous disbelief. 

en years! 

Was it only 10 years ago they 
met at Potsdam? 

Those 10 years have been 
filled with threats of war—with 
the blood, sorrow and greatness 
of Korea, with fear of a vaster 
war to follow. 

Why then be optimistic to- 
day? 

The pragmatic man knows 
there has been no change of 
heart. The Russians still would 
like to see us fall. We would 
be happy to help destroy Com- 
munist tyranny in Russia. 

Why hope? 

Can bricks of peace be made 
Without the straw of honest in- 
tent? 

There are a few straws. 

But a short time ago Yugo- 
slavia’s Tito was a ‘“‘captive 
dog in the house of the im- 
perialist warmongers.”’ 

Now Nikita Khrushchev and 
Premier Nikolai Bulganin have 
been to Belgrade. Full of guile 
and honeyed words, they apolo- 
gized for their break with Tito. 
They praised him mightily. 

Only a little while ago Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenaur was de- 
nounced as “an imperialist 
beast’”” and “a runfiing dog of 
capitalism.”’ 


Change 


But now, Konrad Adenauer has 
been invited to go to Moscow 
as an honored guest of the So- 
viet government. 

There are many other indica- 
tions of ‘‘change.”’ 

There are no “great expecta- 
tions’’ . but there is hope. 

At Yalta and at: Potsdam the 
Russians came in as allies who 
had fought with courage and 
fortitude against Hitler’s divi- 
sions. At both meetings this fact 
of having fought together caused 
the Western nations to feel there 
was a common purpose. 

Little preparation had been 

made. Exact records were not 
kept. Hindsight, as usual, shows 
this to have been an error. 
* That error will not be re- 
peated. Whatever errors we 
may make will not grow out of 
any feeling, as was understand- 
ably present 10 years ago, that 
all concerned genuinely wanted 
peace and to work together 
within the United Nations. 

Oddly enough, we may be 
moving slowly toward such a 
desire. 


Reasons 


There are two reasons to hope. 

Since there is no Russian 
“change of heart,'’ why is there 
reason to believe a change is 
faking place? 

‘‘The bomb’’—that is why. 

Russian agriculture is not do- 

Ing too well. The government 
has found that Stalin’s terror 
eannot be continued forever. 
* But the hydrogen bomb has 
made the Russians realize that 
even a sneak attack would not 
prevent retuliation. Their own 
people do not want war. War, 
or threat of war, is no longer a 
good foreign policy. 

So, *“‘the bomb’’ is causing a 
“change” ... not of heart—but 
of policy. 

The bomb is the primary fac- 
tor. 

There is another. 

That is ‘‘Western unity” ° 
and the United Nations. In a 
sense, they are one. We tend 
to forget that world opinion 
forced the Soviets out of Iran 
in 1946; that Yugoslavia did 
defy Stalin and live, that Gen- 
~ Clay’s airlift sayed Ber- 
were rescued and bound closer 
to us; that Israel obtained an 
armistice; that Communist ag- 
gression was halted in Korea; 
that Trieste, Kashmir and Indo- 
china have seen fighting end— 
though the issues are not fully 
resolved. 

The Russians, by Stalin’s tyr- 
anny, helped forge Western 
unity. It was tortuously attained. 

But we have it.... 

The bomb and this unity give 
reason for hope that Geneva at 
least may make the next 10 years 
less tense.

In raids beginning at 3 a.m., 
federal, state, county and city 
officials staged a roundup that 
overshadowed the mass arrests 
of the prohibition era.

it represents a tax fraud on At- 
lanta and Fulton County of more 
than $100,000. 

Williams said that the under- 

cover work also was responsible 
for some 20 liquor arrests made) 
Friday and Saturday by Atlanta | 
police. 

He said that Atlanta police 
“ran across”’ 20 additional moon- 
shine bootleggers while checking 
‘names of some 34 persons listed 
in state warrants provided by 
the State Revenue Dept. 

By late Sunday, he said, At- 
lanta police had arrested 26 of 
the 34 persons listed on warrants.

Despite the gigantic roundup in 
Atlanta—the city called the 
world’s moonshine capital—of- 
ficials admittedly have only 
scratched the surface of the 
multimillion-dollar racket here.

2 Guards 
Fired; Pen 
Riot Over

RAWLINS, Wyo., July 17 # — 
Two guards were fired and 75 riot- 
ing convicts won a promise of no 
reprisals from Gov. Milward L. 
Simpson before abandoning a 15- 
hour rebellion at the Wyoming 
State Penitentiary early today. 


The ringleaders surrend- 
ered their knives to the governor 
at 12:45 a.m. and released un- 
harmed three guards who had 
been seized as hostages. The con- 
victs had held control of the main 
cell block and dining hall. 

The governor ordered the im- 
mediate discharge of two guards 
accused of treating convicts “‘like 
dogs” and promised there would 
be no general reprisal in the 
state’s first prison riot in history. 

“You have my word there'll be 

no reprisal,”” Simpson told four 
convict spokesmen in a two-hour 
bargaining session across a metal 
table in the prisoner-held dining 
room. 
It was agreed, however, identity 
would be sought of the convicts 
who knifed a guard when the riot 
broke out at 9:30 a.m. Saturday. 
If identified the inmate will be 
punished, Simpson said. 

A full investigation of the prison 
was pledged by the governor, who 
interrupted a vacation at his Cody, 
Wyo., 
away. 

In addition, he promised to seek 
improved medical care and food, 
to establish an inmate council, to 
increase recreation facilities and 
time, and to cut the maximum for 
solitary confinement from six 
months to 30 days.

“We owe a high obligation to all man- 
kind everywhere to do what we can to 
solve some of the problems of this sick 
world. . .. For one strong power to say 
it is willing to sit down and talk is not 


appeasement.” 

The statesman physician who was s0 
prescribing for a world truly sick was 
Georgia's senior senator, Walter Franklin 
George. 

In a very real sense, the high-level 
diplomatic meeting now under way a‘ 
Geneva is Sen. George’s creation. 


He first suggested such a session in 
search of peace on a television show on 
March 20. 

At the time the attitude of the Re- 
publican administration, split by its two 
irreconcilable factions, was defeatist, Sen. 
Knowland, of California, the Senate GOP 
leader, had angrily denounced any dis- 
cussions. The White House wanted to 
participate. But it was floundering, lack- 
ing the essential leadership. 


Sen. George did not immediately suc- 
ceed. For more than a month he talked 
on the subject in a quiet, rational manner. 
The George logic is persuasive. He said 
we must do two things. We must remain 
strong. Being strong, we must then be 
willing to do what we can for a sick, ten- 
sion-weary world. 

The national response was almost im- 
mediate. Sen. George continued to speak, 
fanning the embers into a flame of hope. 


At last, after many weeks, the White 
House, recognizing the great weight of 
public opinion, announced it would be 
willing to go to Geneva. They were not 
then too happy about it. A few weeks 
later the Russians, feeling the moral 
weight of the world against them, declared 
they, too, would attend. 

Today President Eisenhower and a 
hopeful, enthusiastic, well-prepared dele- 
gation is at Geneva. 

The President was carried there in his 
plane, the Columbine. But, in fact, he rode 
there on the strong and sure logic of 
Walter George, of Georgia. Had the Geor- 
gian not spoken, when all other leadership 
was inarticulate and afraid, there would 
not now be a meeting “at the summit.”

Water Resources Are 
Part of State’s Future 


Georgia's water resources will play an 
increasingly important role in the state's 
future. And approval by Congress of $17.- 
500,000 for further development of Geo: 
gia’s river resources during the current 
fiscal year points up that fact. 

Engineers have pointed out that the 
Southeast stil] has the greatest potentid] 
in water resources of any section of the 
nation. This potential will be developed— 
both by public and private sources—as 
the demands of industry for more and 


more water moves it to expand in the 
region. 

However much we may disagree with 
the conclusions of the Hoover Commis- 
sion’s report on water and power re- 
sources, some phases of the report are 
thought-provoking. Especially interesting 
is the fact that whoever develops these 
resources—public or private agencies—the 
nation is facing a water and power short- 
age in the immediate future. 

Currently the United States is using 
200 billion gallons of water a day and at the 
present rate of increase consumption will 
hit 490 billion gallons a day by 1975. 
In some areas, ground water is being with- 
drawn 30 times faster than it it is being 
replaced. 


The commission also found that even 
though present uses of power in this coun- 
try are enormous, the demand will triple 
by 1975. Current consumption totals 527,- 
300,000 kilowatt hours annually. In 20 
years this is expected to reach 1,356,300,- 
000—an increase of 155 per cent. ; 

The cost of the required new generat- 
ing capacity will run in the neighborhood 
of 35 billion dollars. In addition, the pro- 
posed water conservation and reclama- 
tion projects are given a price tag of about 
40 billion. 

At present the Federal Government 
accounts for about 12 per cent of the total 
generating capacity. The big argument 
about who gets the power from the huge 
water storage dams that the government 
will continue to build will continue in- 
definitely, even after atomic power be- 
comes available. And atomic power will 
not alleviate the water need. 

There is no argument about the need 
for power or the need for conservation of 
the country’s water resources. We are ap- 
proaching a period when there is very 
likely to be a shortage of both. Georgia is 
fortunate to be blessed with a potential in 
both fields that the state and nation in- 
creasingly will need in the years to come. 
They will be developed to meet that need. 
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Tobacco Auctioneers 


Are Again in Georgia 


It looks like a good year for the to- 
bacco farmer. 

The markets open this week in the 
southern part of the state. And Agricul- 
ture Commissioner Phil Campbell has re- 
ported that the outlook is for a crop 
2,000,000 pounds greater than the year 
before. Prospects point to a higher price, 
too. 

Last year the state’s worst drought 
cut Georgia’s tobacco crop to 124,220,000 
pounds and hurt the quality. This year 
both quality and quantity are expected to 
be better with a consequent improve- 
ment in the tobacco farmer’s income. 

Georgia's markets sold $63,871,389 
worth of tobacco last year at an average 
price of 45.6 cents per pound. More 
pounds and more cents per pound this 
year mean prosperity for the farmer and 
good business for the market towns that 
will be felt all over Georgia; right up to 
and including the income and sales tax 
units of the State Department of Revenue.

Grow Big and Wasteful 


The average Georgian, whoever he 
may be, paid $68.85 into the state treas- 
ury during the last fiscal year. 

Casting up account@as the official fi- 
nancial year closed, State Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher came up with that figure, and 
one with even more significance. This 
same average Georgian who paid $68.85 
in taxes received in turn $70.05 in state 
services. In other words, he obtained 
from the state $1.20 more in services than 
he paid for. 

Averages are deceptive, as are all sta- 
tistics, but this average Georgian who got 
more than he gave explains why the state 

in debt and why a special session of the 
General Assembly was called this summer 
to increase this average citizen's taxes 
once again. 

This unpopular process is likely to be 
continuous until something happens to 
convince politicians that economy is more 
expedient than patronage. We agree with 
Lt. Gov. Ernest Vandiver that the most 
important of the many committees formed 
by the General Assembly is the one es- 
tablished to search out waste and help 
eliminate it, 

This committee, as Lt. Gov. Vandiver 
has recommended, should be made perma- 
nent. It could be a Hoover Commission on 
the state level, and on a relative basis 
save Georgia as much as the Hoover group 
has saved the nation. 

Properly operated in nonpolitical fash- 
ion the committee could raise the happi- 
ness average of the state as a whole and 
certainly lower the blood pressure of the 
lax-burdened average Georgian.

World Came a Long Way 


From Potsdam to Geneva 


When Eisenhower, Bulganin, Eden and Faure meet at Geneva 
next Monday it will be 10 years, within a day, since opening of the 
Potsdam conference, last such ‘“‘meeting at the summit.”’ 

As Americans watch the Geneva proceedings, aware of their sig- 
nificance in the search for peace and security, they would do well 
to review the turbulent decade between Potsdam and Geneva. The 
future can best be assessed in the light of past and present. 


At Potsdam in 1945, hopes of the 
West were high for a peace based 
on the newly formed United Na- 
tions and on unity of the World 
War II victors. In thig optimistic 
mood, the West was to disarm 
quickly. The United States alone 
cut its armed forces from 12 to 
1%4-million in 18 months. 


Russia did not disarm. It did 
not carry out the pledges of Yalta 
and Potsdam. The nations of east- 
ern Europe slipped behind the iron 
curtain. Conferences on the future 
of Italy, Hungary, Austria and Ger- 
many were stymied by the Soviets, 
In the United Nations, a Red pro- 
gram of obstructionism got under 
way. 

Efforts of the West, particularly 
of the United. States, to maintain 
war-time harmony lasted about two 
years. We contributed more than 
seven-tenths of the postwar relief 
sent into the Soviet Union which 
had been ravished by Nazi armies. 
We offered the Soviets a 25-year 
and then a 4-year treaty under 
which Germany was to be kept 
disarmed. We offered an atomic 
control and disarmament program. 
In 1947, the Marshall Plan was de- 
vised to include Russia and its sat- 
ellites, 

It was to no avail. 

The pre-Korea period of the cold 
war saw the West turn slowly back 
to rearmament. The Marshall Plan 
bulwarked western Europe's econ- 


omy. The North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization (NATO) did the mili- 
tary job. The 21 nations of the 
western hemisphere joined in the 
Rio treaty. Every move was de- 
fensive in nature. 

In mid-1950 came the Red inva- 
sion of South Korea. The United 
Nations, led by the United States, 
answered the challenge. This coun- 
try embarked on full-scale re 
armament and started a flow of 
weapons to its allies. 

Signs of a ‘‘thaw in the cold war’ 
began to appear in 1953. Stalin died, 
and a struggle for the succession 
got under way in Russia. There 
were Soviet agricultural and indus- 
trial troubles and a revolt, quickly 
extinguished, in some of its satel- 
lites. The Korean War ended in an 
uneasy armistice. 

The collective defense arrange- 
ments of the West increased. The 
American free economy, main- 
spring of the free world defense 
movement, proved itself able to 
provide both butter and guns. 
There was increasing doubt wheth- 
er the Soviet economy could. 

As the West grew stronger, the

“Abraham against hope believed in hope” 
(Romans 4:18). Long after the generation of the 
patriarch, men were remembering his faith and 
were discévering new inspiration through example. 


So St. Paul, 


when writing to the struggling Christian church in the city of Rome, 
reminded them of the faith of Abraham. Christ also referred to Abra- 
ham and so did the writer of the Epistle to the Hebrews in that 


great chapter on faith, Hebrews Il. 


The familiar words from the 
Epistle to the Romans have been 
translated by Moffatt to read: 
‘For Abraham, when hope was 
gone, hoped on in faith.” Williams’ 
translation is: “Abraham, building 
on hope in spite of hopeless cir- 
cumstances, had faith.” These re- 
cent translations put the ancient 
truth into the language of our day. 


I like Williams’ version and es 
pecially the phrase, “building on 
hope in spite of hopeless circum- 
stances.”’ That’s a phrase for the 
memory to cling to! Each of us 
can remember hopeless circum- 
stances from which at the time 
perhaps we thought there «would 
never be an escape. But at last 
we did find a way out, and hope 
showed us the way. We hoped in 
spite of everything. 

Hope is essential to life. Hope is 
necessary to health and happiness. 
Hope is the last and enduring evi- 
dence that we are not animals but 
that we are men, made in the 
image of our Creator. No dog or 
cat, however friendly, responsive 
and gentle, ever shaped the course 
of its life by hope. But man can 
hope when circumstances seem 
hopeless and when everything ex- 
cept hope seems gone. Why? Be-

a nuclear war but in avoiding a 
nuclear war. 

We know and the Soviets know 
that even with a surprise attack 
both the United States and the 
Soviet Union could deliver dev- 
astating retaliation, with the re- 
sult that even a theoretical vic- 
tory in a nuclear war would— 
in Sir Winston Churchill’s phrase 
—be ‘‘victory on a heap of ruins.”

The revenue commissioner 
warned that most moonshine 
being found and destroyed by 


agents in the Atlanta area is 
poisonous. He said the present 
operations probably will save 
many lives. He said he has re- 
ceived a number of recent re- 
ports of poisonous-liquor deaths 
in the Atlanta area. 

Williams promised that more 
raids are forthcoming in the 
drive against moonshine in Geor- 
gia.

When is it safe to drive an auto in Atlanta? It isn’t, 
according to statistics released Sunday from the Police 


ee = ent Traffic Bureau. 


The safest period from the acci- 
dent frequéncy standpoint is be- 
tween 5 and 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ings when most Atlanfans are 
tucked safely in bed. 

Only 31 accidents occurred be- 


tween 5 and 6 a.m. during the first 
six months of 1955. 

The highest accident frequency 
is between 5 and 6 o'clock in the 
afternoons. Traffic Bureau officials 
point out most city workers are 
homeward bound at that hour, 
weary from a long day at the of- 
fice, with frayed nerves and no 
patience. 

Of the 5,835 crashes through 
June 30, 562 or almost 10 per cent, 
occurred between 5 and 6 p.m.

These are the main principles of 
good play in Calypso. Naturally, 
you will sometimes have a choice, 
and it is important to have a logi- 
cal way of picking the better of 
two good leads or, if you are un- 
lucky, the lesser of two evil leads. 

As everybody knows, you cannot 
eat your cake and still have it. 
In Calypso terms, you cannot lead 
a trump and still have it in your 
hand. This principle presents no 
problem when you have five or 
more cards of your own suit; for 
you can then afford to lead your 
suit once or twice and still have 
several trumps left for ruffing. 
When you have only two or three 
cards in your suit, however, you 
must decide whether to lead them 
or save them. 

The choice between leading your 
suit and saving your suit for ruf- 
fing can sometimes be settled by 
the probability or improbability of 
getting a ruff. For example, if you 
have a singleton in one suit and 
a doubleton in another suit, you’re

As we have seen, it is often advantageous to lead your own suit, 
for then you can make a deuce do the work of an ace. It is likewise 


trumps in your hand, for then you 


may be able to trump when some other player leads your short 
suit. It is never good to lead your partner’s suit: but it is usually 


very likely to have a chance to 
ruff one of those short suits. If you 
have no singleton and no doubleton, 
you're very unlikely to get a ruf- 
fing trick, and if you do, some- 
body else may over-ruff you. 
Therefore, you tend to lead your 
own suit when you have no short 
side suit. You tend to keep your 
suit instead of leading it when you 
have one or more short side suits. 


One other factor may help you 
decide; your high cards in your 
own suit. If you have three trumps 
headed by an ace, you’re in no 
great hurry to lead your suit. If 
an opponent leads your suit (your 
partner, if he’s any good, won't 
lead it), you can win the first, or 
at worst the second, round of the 
suit with your ace. Then you will 
be in control again. But if you 
have only two or three small 
trumps, you must hasten to lead 
your suit yourself before an op- 
ponent leads it.

One historian, expressing some 
doubt, said that if Marx is right 
he has scored the ‘‘coup of the cen- 
tury” in naval history, For nearly 
100 years, men have searched in 
vain for this historic vessel. 

But Marx, an earnest, sunburned 
young man who has been diving 
since he was 12, insisted that he 
located the Monitor hull in about 50 
feet of water in the Atlantic, a mile 
east of Buxton, N. C., near Cape 
Hatteras.

Historians have assumed that 
the Monitor sank much farther out 
in the Atlantic than the place 
where Marx said he found the sunk- 
en hull. They base their opinions 
on information in the Rhode Is- 
land's log. 

FIGURES IT DRIFTED 

But Marx said he, too, had stud- 
ied the log and had concluded the 
Monitor could have drifted towards 
shore for three days after she 
was last seen. 

So after he was stationed at 
Camp Lejeune, N. C., he said, he

But both Heffernan and the nav- 
al history expert at the Smithson- 
ian Institution, Mendel Peterson, 
said that Marx’s location seems 


wrong. 

Nevertheless, Marx said he has 
no doubt at all about his discov- 
ery. Marx said he had no definite 
plans to try to raise the vessel. 

Earlier this month Raynor T. 
McMullen of Dundee, Mich., a re- 
tired rural mail carrier, offered a 
$1,000 reward to anyone who could 
locate the Monitor. 

McCullen had organized the Mon- 
itor Historical Society.
